the district. The police and constabulary thereupon 
boarded and took charge of the vessel, to prevent a 
raid similar to that carried out in Cork Harbour. A 
party of marines from the Valiant were also placed 
on board, and she was then towed to the graving 
dock at Limerick to undergo repairs.

THE MAN FOR THE TRANSVAAL 
CRISIS. 


ANOTHER New Year has dawned on an unhappy 
state of things in South Africa. The Basuto War is 
unfinished. The Boers have proclaimed a Republic 
in the Transvaal. Untoward as were the events 
which immediately followed the rising of the Boers, 
we should feel reassured by the fact that the dls- 
tinguished career of Sir George Pomeroy Colley 
justifies us in pointing to him as an Englishman 
thoroughly competent to meet the emergency. 

We portray the present Governor of Natal—long 
known as Sir Garnet Wolseley’s chosen and very 
efficient Chief of the Staff. His record is emphatically 
good. Sir George Pomeroy Colley, C.B., C.M.G., of 
the 2nd (Queen’s Royal) Infantry, held the post of 
private military secretary to the late Viceroy of 
India, Lord Lytton, until the Zulu War called for 
his services in Zululand. Colonel Colley entered the 
service іп 1852; he obtained the rank ^f Lieutenant 
in 1854, Captain in 1860, Brevet- Major in 1863, and 
Brevet-Colonel in 1874. He was employed on special 
service in the Kaffir wars of 1858 to 1860, then served 
in the China war at tho capture of the Taku forts 
and in the advance on Pekin; afterwards, under 
Sir Garnet Wolseley, in the Ashantee war of 1873, 
commanding the transport and line of commumica- 
tions, and at the battle of Amoaful and taking of 
Coomassie. Не has been repeatedly mentioned in 
despatches and thanked by Government, besides 
receiving promotions and war medals with clasps. 
His ability as a military administrator is generally 
recognised.

THE DISASTER TO THE 94тн IN 
THE TRANSVAAL. 


Some relief has been experienced since the receipt 
ofthe news that the disaster to the 94th had been 
magnified. But-the reverse ,is serious enough as it 
Stands. 

Although in their proclamation the Boer Executive 
proffered an ardent desire to avoid bloodshed, but 
were willing to go that far if necessary, several 
hundreds of the Boers, without any apparent provo- 
cation, did on Dec. 20 attack 250 men of the 94th 
Regiment on their march from Lydemberg, about 
thirty-seven miles from Pretoria. The train con- 
slsted of thirty-four waggons, and was half a mile in 
length. The advance guard numbered seventy, the 


| rest of the men being scattered along the line of 


the train, and doubtless not at all expecting a 
formidable onslaught from such a body of Boers. 
They could hardly, indeed, have known that there 
was any immediate prospect of war with the dis- 
contented Boers of the Transvaal. Very probably, 
too, the attack was neither sanctioned by the 
Executive nor known to it, as it goes directly in the 
teeth of the proclamation to which we have referred. 
However that may be, the attack was made, with 
the result (according to the first report) that 
120 men of the 94th Regiment were killed, the 
rest being taken prisoners. Yet some must have 
somehow escaped, as we are told that the colours were 
saved. Among the officers, Harrison was killed; 
Anstruther, Nairne, and MacSwiney were badly 
wounded; and Carter, of the Commissariat, was 
missing. This action, as the General commanding 
in Natal points out, materially alters the situation. 
It commits the Boers to war, whatever the Executive 
may have wished. General Colley, however, only 
asked that a cavalry regiment should be sent out as 
quickly as possible. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Anstruther, who was reported 
to have been badly wounded, received his commission 
as Ensign in 1858, and was breveted Lieutenant- 
Colonel in April of the present year. Captain Stan- 
ford Norman M‘Leod Nairne, also reported badly 
wounded, joined the Army in 1862, and received his 
Captaincy in 1878. Lieutenant James MacSwiney, 
severely wounded, was Instructor of Musketry, and 
received his appointment as Lieutenant in 1875.

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who was killed in the action, was Adjutant of the 
regiment, and was made Lieutenant in 1877. Тһе

The Boer Executive, in their proclamation, com- 
plain of broken Treaties, but profess a reverence for 
the Queen. They say—''It lies in your hands to 
force us to appeal to arms, which God forbid. Should 
it come so far, we will defend ourselves with a know- 
ledge that we are struggling for the honour of Her 
Majesty, for we struggle and fight for the sanctity 
of Treaties sworn to by her, but broken by her 
efücers.". Forty-eight hours were given to the 
Administrator for his reply.

Centre of the rich district first opened to 
Europe by the pioneer Boers, Rustenberg will 
offer a magnificent field to English emigrants 
when the present troubles are over and order 
із restored in the- ‘Transvaal. Lying -at 
the foot of the Maghaliesberg Mountains, and 
watered by crystal streams, Rustenberg appears to 
be just the place to rusticate in for every man who 
cannot get elbow room in the United Kingdom 
under the régime of a setof land laws as artificial 
and repressing as the malicious ingenuity of a 
despotic autocracy of the past could have devised.

A MISSING BOX OF GOLD. 

We learn by the arrival of the Orient Line mail- 
steamer Cotopaxi at Plymouth that on the arrival of 
the steam-ship Tararan at Melbourne on Nov. 13, 
from New Zealand, it was discovered that a box con- 
taining gold to the value of £5000 was missing from 
the bullion-room. Eleven boxes of gold were shipped 
in Dunedin, and when the strong-room was opened 
only ten could be found. The missing box is соп- 
signed to the Bank of New Zealand, and contains 
five bars, each bearing the bank brand, and weighing 
іп the aggregate 250 oz. Telegrams have been for- 
warded to New Zealand and to Hobart Town to 
ascertain if anything is known of the box at either 
place. It was conjectured that it might have been 
accidentally left behind at Dunedin, as the position 
of the gold-room would almost render it impossible 
for anyone to open it without being detected. The 
room is built in with the ship, and is constructed 
entirely of strong iron, while the only entrance to it 
is by means of а trap-door fitted with a ** Chubbs"' 
lock in the saloon.

Scotland's. Snowy Christmas.

We hear from Dundee that a snowstorm of ех- 
ceptional severity in the North of Scotland brought 
the traffic on Christmas Day to a complete standstill 
on some lines. Engine-drivers and guards say they 
never experienced such tremendous drifting as on 
Friday and Saturday.

the Perth section of the Highland Railway was kept 
clear ; but on the Caithness line there seemed to be 
a complete congestion of traffic. "he passenger- 
train that should have reached Thurso at ten on 
Christmas Eve was blocked for ten hours. The 
12.30 a.m. passenger-train from Wick to Inverness 
on Saturday, although drawn by two engines, stuck 
at Scotsealder, and lay completely imbedded, not a 
particle of the ‘carriages being visible. Another 
train, which left some hours later, came to a stand 
at Alanabreack. A pilot-engine stuck at Forsinard. 
There were only three passengers in the blocked train 
at Scotscalder, and these, along with the officials, 
managed to reach the station, where their comfort 
was attended to. Up till Sunday forenoon the 
drifting continued so severely that operations with a 
view to releasing the trains could not be proceeded 
with. The roads to Braemar. were blocked by 
enormous wreaths, and communication with the 
Lowlands was meantime suspended. On the Deeside 
line a train became quite imbedded a few miles fro 
Aberdeen, and all the efforts of a large squad were 
unable to release it for some time. As may be 
supposed, the passengers were greatly disconcerted. 
In some cases the snow was as high as the funnels of 
the engines,.and many passengers spent Christmas 
day at roadside inns and private houses. 


NEARLY 1300 LABOURERS WERE EMPLOYED 

on Monday cJearing the five snow-blocked branches 
of the Great North of Scotland Railway, and their 
efforts were rewarded with success, all the lines 
having again been opened for traffic by Monday 
night.

LIFE WORK OF “GEORGE 
ELIOT.” 


ONE of the greatest of English writers is lost to us 
in the New Year. Оп Dec. 23 expired “ George 
Eliot," the distinguishéd authoress. She was in her 
sixtieth year. Her maiden name was Marian Evans. 
She applied herself 10: the languages, mastering 
German, French, and Italian, became ап accom- 
plished musician, and familiarised herself not only 
with the fine arts, but also with metaphysics and 
logic. While іл this stage she translated Strauss’s 
* Life of Jesus?' (1846) from the fourth German 
edition, and soon afterwards became one of the staff 
of the Westminster Review. Неге, by her intimacy 
with Mr. John Stuart Mil and others, she became 
confirmed in their peculiar religious and philo- 
sophical views. Her translation of Feuerbach’s 
** Essence of Christianity ” appeared іп 1853. Sub- 
joined із а list of her subsequent works :—** Scenes 
of Clerical Life," two vols., 1858, published originally 
in Blackwood's Magazine; “ Adam Bede," her most 
popular novel, 1859; “Тһе Mill on the Floss,” 1560;

" Romola,". 1863; “Felis Holt, the Radical,’’ 
1866; “Тһе Spanish Gipsy,” а poemysecond edition, 
1868; “Agatha,” a poem, 1869; *'"Miüádiemarch, а 
Study of Provincial Life," 4 Vols., 1871-2; “Тһе 
Legend of Jubal, and other Poems," 1874; ** Daniel 
Deronda, 1876; her latest work was “ The Im- 
pressions of Theophrastus Such." “ George Eliot," 
wife and co-worker with the late George Lewes, was 
married, about à twelvemonth ago, to Mr. J. W.

Sig HENRY BARKLY, in 2 letter to the Times, says 
that, as a discussion has been raised respecting the 


| circumstances under which the Basutos were cut off 


from the immediate protection of the Home Govern- 
ment, it is only just to all parties that the facts 
should be stated. He gives extracts from despatches 
addressed to him in 1870, shortly before his departure 
from England to assume the government of the 
Cape Colony, to show that, in the view of her 
Majesty’s Government, Basutoland was an inchoate 
Crown colony, waitipg for annexation to one of 
its neighbours, and he describes the steps taken to 
carry out these views and the opportunities afforded 
tothe natives of knowing what was being done.
